Ho 
reported to tha staff on the Ccnrdosloa seetlng at which this 
natter vea discussed •with Taxes officials Carr, Wade, Alexander, 
jcworckl and Storey. He also brought before the xsec tint; tia 
fact that tho F 2 I la tto Cterbcrlins report of feeotiber 23, 12^3 
had anitted inforaattioa to tlst? effect that tho asne, eddrose, 
telephone rai saber, llcsnaa micher of Spocial Agent Jtoos P. 

Ifocty, Jr. of the EoHas office of the F2I was contained in 
Oswald's oddrea3 book. To complete the factual picture ho 
pointed out to the staff thattha Coanissicn had received the 
letter of the FBI dated January 27, IS#* la vhieh the fact 
that com? of this iafcractica was contained in Oswald's address 
bock was officially C'Ciacuaicctad to tho Ccrrvission by tho Tureou. 
Mr. Rankin indicated that this natter was on esrtrenoly difficult, 
one which bed concerned fcla sad sraabors of tea Connisr&cn during 
the post few weeks. 

The opinions of the tmebers of tbs staff varied widely. 
£ca» thought that nothing should bo done at thl3 ties until 
vs had a further opportunity to appraise fully the work of tin? 
?EI, at which tisse a proper letter could be sddrcsseu to txj 
FZI. Gone aasibers of the staff thought the significance of 
this calsdca was not icrtieulnrly ere at end that no further 
action sJjould be taken at this tine. Itcst of the nasffcex-o of 
the staff, iraevur, thou^Jit that tlxa omission of the Peaty 
iai’ererstioa was of conoiiicrublo is’portunce and could cot be 
i geared by the Casasioaion. There vaa discuc >ion cc to the

the FBI If this s&ttar ware brought to its attention. The 
thought vaa e:<jtraaued that joltlting thla ctaiooion out to the 
3 TBZ Bight in fact produce aoro accurate reports by tho FBI In 
the future.
